At length, in 1720, it was ceded to the 
Duke of Savoy as an equivalent for Sicily, who 
derives little advantage from it, except the title of 
king, and, s it by a viceroy. e number of 
its inhabitants amounts to 376,000, and, including 
the fmall iflands, to 423,514. Their difpofitions 
are none of the beft; and revenge, in particular, is 
fuch a prevalent paffion, that 400 perfons are an- 
nually affaffinated, and juftice never interpofes to 
remedy the evil. The government of Sardinia is 
very mild, and almoft every thing is left in the fame 
ftate as formerly. It is very poor in arts and ma- 
nufaétures, and has not a fingle veffel for the@pex-. 
portation of its produétions, Even the tunny and 
coral fifheries are carried on by French, Catalans, 
Sicilians, Neapolitans, and Genoefe, a duty being 
paid for the former to feveral Sardinian families, 
andsfor the coral to the court of Turin. Befides the 
Sardinian language, which is a corrupt mixture of 
Spanifh and Italian, the inhabitants likewife fpeak 
the Algarefe (a dialeét of the Catalonian, Algheri 
being a Catalonian colony), the Saffarefe, a dialeé& 
of the Tufcan (ufed by the Pifans remaining in 
Saffari, Tempio, and Caftel Sardo), and Spanith.

Neverthelefs, upon the whole, 
the balance of trade is againft the dominions of Sar- 
dinia; for the value of their exports is exceeded by 
that of their imports, confifting of cloths and linen 
from England, Holland, and France ; {pices, fugar, 
Venetian looking-glafles, leather, tin, iron, and 
copper, from Switzerland and Saxony. 

The Piedmontefe are warm admirers of the 
French, whom, they in a great meafure endeavour 
to imitate (fee Prepmont). They hate the Genoefe, 
and defpife the other Italians, for which reafon they 
are difliked by'the latter, The fpirit and military 
turn of the nobility occafion more duels in Pied- 
mont alone, than in all the reft of Italy together.

places in Vogtland, the prefent circle of Neuftidt, 
efiablifhed the chamber and arfenal at Drefden, and 
received into his territories great numbers of woollen 
manufacturers, who had Jeft the Netherlands on 
account of the cruelties exercifed by the Spanith 
governor, the Duke of Alva, agein ithe Proteftants. 
Whriftian II. grandfon of the above Auguftus, laid 
claim to the dominions of Juliers upon the death 
of the lafi duke, He died without iffue. His bro- 
ther and fucceffor, John George I. conducted him- 
felf with the greateft circunrpection ‘at the com- 
mencement of the thirty years war, and performed 
very important fervices to the Houfe of Auftria, by 
quelling the infurrection of the Bohemians. But 
he was compelled by the Emperor Ferdinand IT. 
himfelf to become his enemy, as he erdéred the 
fevere edict of reftitution to be put in force likewile 
in Saxony, The eleétor hereupon entered into an 
alliance with Guftavus Adolphus of Sweden. But 
after his death Ferdinand had the good fortune to 
bring over the elector 7 to his fide.
